was almo st do minated by Ru ssian co m­ 
missars so me o f who m are no w u nder in- 
; dictment; tex t-bo o ks fo r o u r children in the 
pu blic scho o ls were re-written with empha­ 
sis o n preference fo r Ru ssia and its Marx ­ 
ian practices. 
One o f the resu lts o f this to tal su bserv i- 
| ence to Ru ssian po licy and pu rpo ses is a 
: general assu mptio n that so mething is ex ­ 
trao rdinarily bad abo u t Spain. Tru e, Fran- 
I co pro du ced a dictato rship, bu t so did Stal­ 
in, Hitler, Mu sso lini, Kemal A t a t u r k, 
Chiang Kai-shek. Pilsu dski, and a nu mber 
o f o thers who wrere thro wn u p by war. rev ­ 
o lutio n, civ il distu rbances and a break­ 
do wn in Eu ro pe o f a tho u sand y ears o f tra­ 
ditio n at the end o f Wo rld War I. 
This is no defense o f dictato rship. It is 
rather a statement o f an histo ric trend du r­ 
ing an era which is no t y et ended. Franklin 
D. Ro o sev elt assu med that he co u ld dis­ 
tingu ish between a go o d and a bad dic­ 
tato r, w’hich neither he no r any o ne 
e l s e 
co u ld do becau se there are no go o d dic­ 
tato rs. The au to crat, ev en with the best in­ 
tentio ns, beco mes a priso ner o f his o wn 
po w*ers. 
Really , it was no ne o f o u r bu siness to 
make su ch distinctio ns. If the peo ple o f any 
co u ntry were willing to to lerate au to cracy , 
that was strictly within their o wn rights. 
We Americans prefer a representativ e re­ 
pu blic and take what co mes with it. 
It is cu rio u s that ev en so me intelligent 
Americans accepted Stalin’s pro paganda 
that Stalin was a go o d dictato r and Franco 
a bad o ne. 
Nearly all stu dents o f the military pro b­ 
lems which beset this co u ntry as a resu lt 
o f o u r failu re in Wo rld War II to win a 
peace insist that the United States requ ires 
bases in Spanish territo ry . Their argu ment 
ru ns that the Iberian peninsu la is o u r su r­ 
est gateway to Eu ro pe and that sho u ld 
No rthern Eu ro pe be o v er-ru n, we shall 
hav e to defend o u rselv es fro m Spain and 
No rth Africa. 
That argu ment ran thro u gho u t 
W o 
r l d 
War II and it will be recalled that Chu rchill 
wanted the Allies to inv ade Eu ro pe fro m 
the Mediterranean, which S t a l i n and 
Geo rge Marshall o ppo sed. Ro o sev elt ev en­ 
tu ally sided w'ith Stalin and Marshall and 
that is why we lo st the peace. 
Fro m that ex perience, we can assu me 
that the ex pert's desire fo r bases in Spain 
is a co rrect v iew. The late Admiral Fo rrest 
Sherman nego tiated su ch a co ntract with 
Franco o n a strictly bu siness basis witho u t 
the ro mantic elements general in s u c h 
transactio ns. That is all to the go o d, be­ 
cau se if we do bu siness with Eu ro peans 
’ witho u t ro mance, we shall get so mewhere 
Ou r task is to do the best we can to sav e 
o u rselv es fro m mo re wars and the killing 
o f o u r so ns in fu tilities su ch as we hav e ex ­ 
perienced in Ko rea. If bases in Spain will 
help in this directio n, a deal with Franco 
is so u nd.

From that experience, we can assume 
that the expert’s desire for bases in Spain 
is a correct view. The late Admiral Forrest 
Sherman negotiated such a contract with 
Franco on a strictly business basis without 
the romantic elements general in s u c h 
transactions. That is all to the good, be­ 
cause if we do business with Europeans 
without romance, we shall get somewhere 
Our task is to do the best we can to save 
ourselves from more wars and the killing 
of our sons in futilities such as we have ex­ 
perienced in Korea. If bases in Spain will 
help in this direction, a deal w'ith Franco 
is sound.

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X-RAYS HAVE SMALL PLACE 
Dermatologists Discover 
New Treatment For Acne 


CHICAGO, July 27— New hope 
for acne sufferers — treatment 
with antibiotics and sex 
hor­ 
mones instead of x-rays — was 
reported today by three New 
York dermatologists who claim­ 
ed “overwhelming s u c c e s s ” 
with the drugs. 
The specialists said they ob­ 
tained 94 per cent cures or 
marked improvement with the 
new method 
against 60 per 
cent yielded by the x-ray treat­ 
ments once considered essen­ 
tial. Some of their successes 
were uith patients who h a d 
failed to respond to the maxi­ 
mum safe dosage of x-rays. 
After two years of experi­ 
ments the doctors reported in 
the current Journal of the Amer­ 
ican Medical Association, they 
are convinced that x-rays have 
only a small—though permanent 
—place rn the treatment of the 
disfiguring skin ailment. 
Drs. George C Andrews. An­ 
thony N. Domonkos and Charles 
F. Post said these were

ings

SIMPLE CASKS of acne due to 
infected, oily skin can usually be 
cured by a diet low in fats, the

can be aided with antibiotics— 


chiefly terramycin, aureomycin 
and chloromycetin; 
Terramycin and aureomycin 
are better than any other anti­ 
biotics for this treatment. Peni­ 
cillin was of little use. 
Terramycin, 
the 
doctors 
added, was “especialy 
bene­ 
ficial and well tolerated. . .it 
may become an increasingly 
valuable 
remedy 
in 
severe 
pustular types of acne.” 
Female sex hormones were 
administered to men and wom­ 
en alike, though special precau­ 
tions were taken to avoid over­ 
doses in men. The doctors said 
there were no unwanted side-ef- 
fects. 
The study indicated that three 
factors must always be watched 
in acne sufferers. 
First on the list are “ focal in­ 
fections” — impacted, diseased 
wisdom teeth, infected tonsils or 
sinuses. 
Next arc emotional disturb­ 
ances, produced in m any cases 
by the patient’s shyness and feel­ 
ing of isolation because of the 
disfigurement. 
Finally, the doctors said, lo­ 
cal treatm ent—a morning, noon 
and night washing with soap and 
water and alcohol—will decrease 
the amount of infection.
